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THE  MORE  IMPORTMT  RECORDS  EOR  JUNE 

Very  heavy  populations  of  grasshoppers  appeared  during  the  month  in  south- 
eastern Arizona,  the  Panhandles  of  Texas  and  Oklahoma,  and  southwestern  Hansas, 
Grasshopper  populations  in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois  xvere  larger  than  usual. 
Localized  infestations  were  found  in  various  parts  of  the  remaining  Great  Plains 
and  Rocky  Monnto-in  Stakes, 

The  peak  of  Mormon  cricket  ovlposition  has  "been  passed  in  Oregon  and  Washing- 
ton, Extensive  migrations  occurred  in  Idaho,  Development  has  heen  delayed  in 
Nevada  "because  of  unfavorable  weather.  Inf ostak ions  in  Montana,  Wyoming,  and 
South  Dakota  are  light,  except  in  a fev;  local  areas. 

The  rose  chafer  was  generally  more  abundant  than  usual  from  New  England 
southward  to  Virginia  and  westward  to  Illinois  and  Wisconsin, 

Japanese  beetle  adults  began  appearing  in  numbers  during  the  third  v^eek  in 
the  month  throughout  the  infested  area. 

Emergence  of  \irhite-f ringed  beetle  adults  was  first  observed  during  the  second 
week  of  the  month  in  Louisiana, 

Very  heavy  flights  of  army  cutworm  moths  v;ere  observed  in  eastern  Montana 
and  western  Nebraska, 

In  Ventura  Coimty,  Calif,,  serious  damage  to  sugar  beets  wa.s  occasioned  by 
the  beet  armyv/orm. 

Heavy  inf estcokions  of  hessian  fly  vrcre  reported  in  Ohio,  Illinois,  and  Iowa, 

In  general,  chinch  bug  was  less  abundant  than,  was  anticipated  over  pranticakly 
the  entire  infested  anea.  Heavy  rakns  ployed  an  important  part  in  this  reduction. 

Corn  ear  worm  was  reported  as  more  okundant  than  usual  in  the  South  Atlantic 
Stokes  and  v/estward  to  Illinois, 

Surveys  carried  on  in  Illinois  during  the  last  week  in  May  showed  that  the 
sweetclover  weevil  extends  throughout  the  northern  half  of  the  State, 

Comstock*  s mealybug  females  api^eared  about  S daj^s  earlier  than  they  did  last 
year  in  western  Virginia  and  eastern  West  Virginia, 

Rather  heavy  infestations  of  Europoan  red  mite  were  reported  from  Maine, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Ohio, 
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The  peak  of  emergence  of  plum  curculio  larvae  occurred  during  the  first  \iredc 
in  the  month  in  south-central  Pennsj^lvanda,  The  first  emergence  of  adults  from 
the  soil  occurred  during  the  third  v;eek  in  the  month  in  Georgia,  Pirst  pupation 
of  the  season  occurred  in  the  Port  Valley  section  nearly  a x\reck  earlier  than  in 
1940,  Emergence  of  adults  from  the  soil  "began  during  the  second  week  in  the  month 
Infestation  in  this  region  v;as  heavier  than  during  194o  and  the  peach  crop  was 
somewha^t  Icater  than  usual. 

Heavy  huild-up  of  purple  scale  in  southern  California,  was  producing  a 
serious  problem  on  citrus,  particula,rly  in  the  coasta,!  a,rea,s. 

Blister  beetles  damaging  a.  \ridc  variety  of  crops  were  reported  as  numerous 
from  ¥est  Virginia  southward  to  the  Gulf, 

Seed-corn  maggot  wa,s  quite  prevalent  aiid  destructive  from  Hew  York,  \\rest- 
ward  to  Michigan.  This  insect  wa,s  adso  quite  destructive  in  parts  of  Utah, 

Colora,do  potato  beetle  wa.s  reported  as  unusually  abundamt  from  Hevr  York 
westward  to  the  Dalcota,s  and  lTebraska<* 

Tomato  ]psyllid  v/as  reported  a,s  very  abundant  in  parts  of  Montana,. 

The  bean  leaf  beetle  caused  considerable  damage  from  West  Virginia  westwaud 
to  Illinois. 

Serious  injury  to  cannerj;"  pfia,s  by  the  pea,  aphid  vicis  reported  from  western 
How  York  across  Ohio  into  Indiaua,,  thence  westv;ard  to  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota,, 

This  insect  v/a,s  nuiiiorous  on  a,lfabfa.  in  parts  of  Hebraska  and  Utah, 

Boll  weevil  populabions  v;ero  generably  above  normal  from  South  Carolina, 
and  Georgia,,  westward  into  Texas, 

The  cotton  flea  hopper  wa,s  doing  considera,blc  damage  in  pa,rts  of  Texa,s, 

Canlccrworms  wore  defolia,ting  trees  in  sca,ttercd  localities  in  Vermont, 

West  Virginia,  Horth  Dakota,  Hebra.ska,,  aud  KaJisa,s, 

Porest  tent  caterpillar  was  generally  a,bundant  throughout  Hev;  Englaud  aud 
in  scattered  localities  in  Wisconsin,  Hebraska,,  and  Mississip'pi, 

Egg-hatching  season  of  the  gypsy  noth  in  Hevr  England  was  approximately 
3 weeks  earlier  than  it  \ms  last  year, ' 

Elm  leaf  beetle  was  generally  prevalent  in  Hev;  England,  southv;ard  to  Hew 
York  and  Pennsylvania,  and  into  Ohio,

Grasshopper  eggs  were  ha.tcliiiig  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  dijring  the 
latter  part  of  May,  hut  reports  fron  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan,  dated 
May  27,  indicated  that  the  goneraA  ha,tch  would  he  late,  owing  to  prevailing 
cool  weather.  However,  hy  mid~Juno  grasshoppers  were  Sufficiently  numerous 
and  active  in  certain  areas  of  these  Provinces  and  Alberta  to  necessitate 
the  use  of  poisoned  bait,  and  some  damage  to  cereals  and  sugar  beets  was 
reported  at  Portage,  La.  Prairie,  Carman,  and  Emerson,  Manitoba. 

Enormous  numbers  of  a,dults  of  the  wheat  stem  sawfly  were  emerging 
in  mid^June  throughout  the  infested  areas  of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan, 
Emergence  was  about  a week  earlier  than  in  194o,  Ihis  species  increased 
in  abundance  and  range  in  these  two  Provinces  la.st  year,  and  indications 
are  that  the  19^1  outbreak  will  be  as  severe  a.s,  or  worse  than,  that  of 

1940. 

Oven^rintering  a.dults  of  Say*s  stink  bug  X'jere  very  abundant  in  extreme 
southern  Alberta,  feeding  on  xveeds  and  native  wild  plants,  Oviposition 
was  first  noted  on  April  2S  and  hatching  commenced  on  May  20, 

Wireworms  are  ca.using  loss  to  the  wheat  crop  in  the  Prairie  Provinces. 
Considerable  damage  was  being  inflicted  by  then  in  soiithern  and  western 
districts  of  Manitoba,  In  Saskatchevran  serious  thinning  of  whea:,t  on 
fallow  occurred  in  areas  v;herc  the  soil  -vra.s  dry  o.t  seed  level.  However, 
considerable  loss  wa.s  aAso  reported  in  the  southeast,  notwithstanding  a 
wet  spring,  A survey  early  in  June  indicated  10  percent  damage  to  summer*- 
fallow  whea.t  in  the  Saskatoon-Battlef ord  anea.  and  5 percent  in  the 
Ba.ttleford*-Glaslyn--Bapaume  district.  In  Alberta.,  wireworms  v;ere  causing 
slight  thinning  of  vrhea.t  in  the  foothills  a^rea.,  and  some  losses  to  sugar 
beets  in  the  Jamie son-Barnwell  area., 

Ihe  pale  western  cutv/orm  caused  some  crop  losses  locally  in  southern 
Alberta.,  but  no  cutv;orm  damage  was  evident  in  Saskatchewan  up  to  mid-June, 
In  British  Columbia  there  have  been  fewer  reports  of  cutvrorm  injury  than 
in  19^0,  when  an  outbreak  of  the  va.ricgated  cutworm  occurred, 

A major  flight  of  June  beetles  (Phyllophaga  anxla.  Lee,  and  P,  fusca 
Eroels)  occurred  in  centra.l  Ontario  during  May  and  the  early  pa.rt  of 
June  over  a.n  a.rea  of  at  least  square  miles,  affecting  a.ll  counties 

betvreon  Perth  and  Peterborough,  and  many  deciduous  trees  wore  severely 
defolia.tedo  Ihe  last  important  outbreak  of  these  insects  in  the  region 
concerned  occurred  in  193^*  hea.vy  flight  of  a third  species,, 

.^'!'iy:£  Lee.,  occurred  in  the  Chatham  district  in  southwestern 
Onta.rioo 
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Pupae  of  the  Buropeou  corn  "borer  were  foiuid  at  St.  -lean,  Q,ue"bec, 
on  May  12,  about  1 month  eixrlier  than  in  19^0,  By  June  l4  approxi- 
mately 50  percent  of  overwintering  larvae  had  pupated.  In  the  Ottawa 
district  a"bout  30  percent  had  pupated  "by  June  11,  At  La  Salle,  in 
southwestern  Ontario,  eggs  x^rere  found  on  June  l4,  the  orn*liest  date 
for  corn  "borer  eggs  ever  recorded  for  this  Province, 

Heavy  flights  of  moths  of  the  "beet  wo"bv/orm  were  reported  locally 
in  southern  areas  of  Saskatchewan  and  Al"berta, 

Bhe  usual  reports  of  Vearious  degrees  of  crop  dojiiage  "by  certaun 
species  of  flea  "beetles  have  "been  received  from  Onta.rio,  Manitoba, 
Alberta,,  and  British  Oolumbia* 

She  asparagus  beetle  has  been  takbn  at  Mission,  British  Columbia, 

She  only  previous  record  for  this  province  was  "Vancouver  in  1934, 

She  Striped  cucumber  beetle  was  reported  causing  widespread  damage 
to  cultivated  host  plants  in  southwestern  Ontario,  and  hea.vy  infestations 
were  noted  locaAly  in  Hexir  Brunswick, 

Peas  on  "Vancouver  Island  are  seriously  infested  by  the  striped 
pea  weevil  (Sitona  lineatus  L,),  Shis  species  v/as  first  recorded  in 
Horth  America  at  "Victoria,  British  Columbia,  in  193^*  attacks 
legumes  generally. 

Heavy  infestations  of  the  cabbage  maggot,  resulting  in  severe 
damage  to  the  cabbage  crop,  are  reported  in  southv/estern  Ontario, 

She  carrot  rust  fly,  xdiich  during  the  last  5 years  has  become 
widespread  in  British  Columbia,  ha,s  ca,used  from  ^0^  to  90*^percdnt 
loss  of  the  carrot  crop  in  the  lov/er  Praser  "Valley,  Shis  pest  was 
also  found  to  have  established  itself  on  "Vancouver  Island  in  1939» 
and  is  now  causing  serious  losses  to  gardeners  in  the  Victoria  district. 

She  first  pupa  of  the  codling  moth  in  the  Annapolis  Valley, 

Hova  Scotia,  v;as  found  on  May  12,  At  Simcoe,  in  sou.thern  Ontario, 
the  first  moths  xirere  taken  on  May  27.  By  Hay  23,  in  the  Okanagon 
Valley,  British  Columbia,  the  moths  had  been  in  evidence  in  orchards 
for  over  2 weeks. 

She  eyc-’Spotted  budmoth  is  unusually  prevalent  in  the  Niagara 
district,  and  is  a major  pest  this  season  in  orchards  in  Norfolk 
County,  Ontario, 

She  apple  sav/fly  (Hoplocampa  testudinea  Klug,),  x\rhich  xiras 
first  discovered  in  British  Columbia  at  Victoria,  Vancouver  Island, 


on  June  5*  19^0»  occnrs  in  the  Oak  Bay  municipality  over  an  area 
of  approximately  6 square  miles,  'The  infestation  of  apples  in  this 
area  ranges  from  slight  to  50  percent,  according  to  variety, 

Ihe  tarnished  plant  'bug  has  caused  much  damage  to  the  apple  crop 
in  the  Okanagan  Valley,  British  Colnmhia,  particularly  in  the 
Kelowna  district# 

A survey  of  orchards  in  the  Annapolis  Valley,  Hova  Scotia,  indi- 
c.ates  that,  on  the  whole,  the  rosy  apple  aphid  will  he  scarce  this 
seas on, 

Ivdg  injury  hy  the  oriental  fruit  noth  was  beginning  to  appear 
in  the  Niagara  district,  Ontario,  at  the  end  of  May.

Arizona*  B.  M.  Gaddis  and  assistants  (Jime  1—7)*  Rather  severe  infestation 
of  Melanoplus  mexicanus  Sauss,  is  reported  in  the  Sunset-Bonita  and 
Dos  Cahezos  districts  in  Graham  and  Cochise  Counties,  covering  an 
estimated  2,000  to  3»000  acres  of  cropland  and  192,000  acres  of  range 
land.  Range  land  populations  ane  from  10  to  several  hundred  per  square 
yard  and  in  the  more  heavily  populated  spots  mosquito,  willow,  yucca., 
and  other  plants  have  already  'been  completely  defoliated,  M,  differ- 
ent ialis  Thos,  is  now  the  dominant  species  in  Maricopa  County.  Pop>ula— 
tions  range  from  I5  to  30  por  square  yard  in  fields  and  from  10  to  75 
along  margins  and  ditch  hanks.  Damage  to  young  cotton  and  alfalfa 
is  becoming  evident.  Hatching  of  M,  mexicanus  is  complete  in  Pinal, 
Graham,  and  Ooqhiso  Counties,  v/horo  this  species  represents  75  percent 
of  the  granshoppor  populations.  Approximately  60  to  SO  percent  are 
adults  and  the  remainder  fourth- and  fifth- ins tan  nymphs. 


C.  D.  Ichcrt  (June  2l):  Extremely  hca.vy  population  of  M,  mexi canus 

in  the  Sulphur  Springs  Valley  around  Wlllcox  involving  more  than  ^00 
square  miles.  Range  is  stripped  and  the  iioxopcrs  arc  now  working  on 
mesquite  and  yucca..  Populations  range  as  high  a.s  200  to  the  square 
yard,

Hew  Mexico,  (June  0-14):  Hatching  is  about  complete  in  the  mid-Rio  Grande 

Valley  of  central  Hew  Mexico  hut  is  only  slightly  over  SO  percent 
complete  in  the  northern  counties,  M,  hivittatus  represents  about 
65  percent  and  M,  mexicanus  approximately  20  percent,

Colorado,  (June  S—l4) : Infestations  in  southeastern  Colorado  are  reported 

to  he  generally  light,  except  in  a few  small  areas.  In  the  eastern 
half  of  Baca  County  from  Campo  northward  to  the  Prov;ers  County  line, 
a heo.vy  infestation  of  M,  mexicanus  is  present  with  field  populalions 
ranging  from  S to  120  per  square  yo.rd  and  marginal  populations  up  to 
100  per  square  yard.  Very  little  crop  damage  is  in  evidence  even  though 
grasshoppers  are  present  in  grain  crops,  M.  mexi canus  makes  up  95 
percent  of  the  population.  In  the  irrigated  arca.s  of  southoa.storn 
Colorado,  populations  are  comprised  of  M,  diff oront ialis,  M,  hivitta.tus 
Say,  M,  paxkardii  Scudd, , and  M.  moxican.us,  Hoa.viost  populations  were 
noted  south  aaid  oa.st  of  Pueblo,  Pueblo  Comity,  Population  counts  were 
as  high  as  25  per  square  yard  in  fields  and  up  to  200  per  square  yard 
in  margins,  A few  wheatfields  showed  as  high  as  20  percent  marginal 
damage.  Dryland  farming  areas  are  generally  very  lightly  inf ested carcept  in 
small,  localized  areas,

Hatching  of  grasshoppers  is  practicedly 
conplctc,  M,  noxiemus  is  doreinant  end  conpriscs  75  percent  of  the 
poi^ulations  in  the  nojrgins  of  snodl— grain  fields.  In  other  cnviroiincnts, 

Mi  noxicnius,  Aeolopl.us  turnhullii  Ihos,,  M.  packardii,  and  M.  hivittatus. 
are  about  equedly  divided  in  lumhers,  M<argin-al  populations  average  75 
per  square  yard  in  gredn,  \irhile  field  populations  average  less  then.  5* 
Inspections  in  Ochiltree,  Hansford,  Hohorts,  and  Gray  Counties,  in  the 
northern  lexas  Panhandle,  indicate  M,  nenicanus  to  ’'bo  the  dominant 
species,  naleing  up  9“  percent  of  the  n,nf estations  with  poimladions 
along  roadsides  and  field  margins  nunihoring  from  100  to  200  per  square 
yard.

Damage  by  these  two  species  was 
occurring  to  young  cotton  plants  in  locadizcd  areas.  3,  magna  is  50 
percent  adult,  This  species  ihich  hatched  on  range  laiads  has  m.ovcd 
into  adjasont  cottonfields  as  grasses  began  to  dry,

Oklahoma.,  (June  g-l4) : Survey  of  Bca.ver,  Harper,  and  Texas  Counties, 

in  the  Oklahoma  Panhandle,  showed  the  ha.tch  to  bo  complete  and  reveaded 
light  to  threatening  infestations  in  the  smadl-graoin  areas,  M,  mexi canus 
is  the  dominant  species,  comprising  60  percent  of  the  populations  in 
areas  where  grain  is  the  chief  crop.  In  Harper  County  about  I5  percent 
of  them  are  adults.  Migrations  of  M.  mexi canus  have  been  general  into 
grain  from  adjacent  margins  and  idle  fields;  however,  damage  has  been 
confined  to  stripping  of  leaves  and  little  head  damage  is  noticeable. 
Populations  a.vcragc  about  I5  por  square  j^ard  in  smadl-grainf iolds  and 
50  por  square  ya.rd  along  field  margins,  Hca.vicr  inf csta.tions  than  wore 
e:jqpected  earlier  in  the  season  a^re  developing  v;ith  a possibility  of 
considorahlo  d'^xiagc  to  crops  and  general,  light  flights  of  M,  mexi  canus 
from  the  area.,  iEhmg’iis  disca.se  has  reduced  the  A,  turnbullii  popula.tion 
a.bout  30  percent  throughout  the  Panhandle  a.rca  and  is  still  a.ctivc. 

In  the  soutlwostcrn  Oklahoma  counties  the  ha.tch  is  complete,  with 
bivitta.tus,  the  dominant  species,  representing  35  percent  of  the 
populations,  while  A.  turnbullii  comjprises  25  percent  and  M,  mexi  canus 
20  percent.  Adult  M.  bivitta.tus  were  observed  June  12,  Field  populaj- 
tions  seldom  range  higher  than  10  per  square  ya.rd.  Light  ma.rginal 
damage  has  occurred  a.long  some  cotton  and  a.lfa.lfa.  field  margins. 

Bottom  lands  and  other  low  a.rca.s  ha.vo  been  flooded  severa.l  times  this 
S'oring,  which  apparently  caused  a reduction  in  gra.sshoppcr  populations, 

Zansa.s,  (June  S— 14) : A survey  in  the  southwestern  Kansas  counties  of 

Morton,  Sta.nton,  Hamilton,  Kearney,  and  Grant  revealed  a.n  M,  mexi  canus 
infcsta.tion  covering  a.pproximatcly  500,000  a.cres.  Inf csta.tion  is  not 
uniformly  hca.vy;  however,  popula.tions  average  25  per  square  ya.rd  and  in 
some  ca.scs  a.s  high  as  100  iDcr  squa.rc  yard,  A largo  percentage  of  grain 
fields  a.rc  infested,  but.  to  da.tc  there  is  no  apparent  dama.ge  except 
to  loaves,  Gra.sshoppors  a.ro  25  percent  adults,  A chock  to  determine 
the  eastern  extent  of  infcsta.tion  revealed  that,  in  general,  the  central 
counties  of  Jewel,  Mitchell,  Lincoln,  Ellsworth,  Rice,  a.nd  Stafford  form 
the  ca.stcrn  boundary  of  the  grasshopper  infestation.  Populations  in 
these  counties  anc  generally  light,  vhilc  in  the  counties  imi.icdia.tcly 
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adjacent  on  the  west  they  are  considerahly  heavier#  The  dominant  species 
in  northwestern  Kansas  is  hivittatus,  with  mexicanus,  A.  turnhullii, 
and  M,  diff erent ialis  present.  Damage  has  been  slight  and  fields  in 
general  are  not  infested,  Mai-ginal  counts  range  up  to  I50  nymphs  per 
square  yard.  A,  turnhulli;!  populations  are  "being  materially  reduced  hy 
fungous  disease#
